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Cancer is a leading cause of death around the world. 
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When it comes to cancer, the sooner you know you have it, the better your chances of 


surviving. 

A new blood test could change the way doctors and researchers find cancer in patients. 
Researchers say the test could provide clues to the early forms of the disease. 

Scientists at the University of Swansea in Wales came up with the idea. 

Gareth Jenkins is a professor at the university. He says he and his team did not look for 


cancer. They instead looked for a by-product of cancer. They looked for, what Jenkins calls, 


the collateral damage of cancer — the damage left by the disease. 
In this case, the by-product was mutated red blood cells. 


The researchers tested blood from about 300 people, all of whom have cancer of the 
esophagus. Patients with esophageal cancer have high levels of mutated red blood cells. 


Jenkins says that at this point he is not sure if other cancers would produce similar results. 


The hope is that the new test and other non-invasive methods could one day become 
part of commonly used medical methods. He says that using a battery, or series, of tests will 


be the best way to find out if a person has cancer. 
These new technologies could save millions of lives. 
M543] (Electromagnetic Waves to Treat Depression ) 
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People suffering from depression are finding help when electromagnetic waves enter 


their brains. 


Mental health experts estimate that depression affects more than 120 million people 
worldwide. It severely affects the person's quality of life and, in extreme cases, can lead to 


suicide. 


Anti-depressant medicines have been shown as an effective treatment for many 


patients. But the drugs are unable to help some people with the disorder. 


For such persons, doctors may suggest deep transcranial magnetic stimulation or 
DTMS for short. 


In this treatment, patients wear a helmet — a large hard hat on their head. The helmet is 


connected to a machine.

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An electric coil in the helmet sends out regular pulses of electromagnetic energy. These 


beating sounds produce changes in the brain area responsible for the disorder. 


Electromagnetic brain stimulation is not new. It was first used to treat depression over 
30 years ago. Now, a new generation of wiring can direct the energy to one part of the brain. 
DTMS starts with daily 20-minute-long treatments for 20 to 30 days. The patient then returns 


for treatment two to three times a week for several weeks. 
The only side effect is sometimes minor head pain.

A surprising discovery has been made in the treatment of Alzheimer's, the brain disease 


that causes memory loss and other problems. 


A drug used to treat women's menstrual pain made memory problems disappear in 


laboratory animals with Alzheimer's disease. 


The researchers gave the medicine — mefenamic acid — to mice with Alzheimer's 


disease. The scientists say treatment reversed the animals’ memory-loss problems. 


Alzheimer's is a progressive disease. It worsens over time. It affects many parts of 


people’s lives, including the ability to remember, think and make decisions. 


The findings were published in the journal Nature Communications. David Brough of 


Britain's University of Manchester led the research.

The scientists did experiments with mice that were engineered to develop Alzheimer’s 


symptoms. Like humans who get the disease, the laboratory mice developed memory 
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problems over time. 


Ten of the Alzheimer's mice were treated with mefenamic acid for one month. The drug 
was contained in very small pump devices placed under their skin. Ten other mice, also 
with memory problems, had devices placed under their skin too, but theirs did not contain 
medicine. Then the animals were placed in a maze — a complex group of connected paths. 


They had to learn how to move around the maze without problems. 


Mike Daniels was a researcher on the study. In a Skype interview he said the mice who 
received the drug learned the maze easily. That was not true for the mice who did not get the 


medicine. 
The researchers were excited by the results with the drug-treated mice. 


The researchers say the drug is already approved by the U.S. government and is 
known to be safe. So, after more testing, mefenamic acid may be available guickly to treat 


Alzheimer's patients.

In another recent study, researchers testing a drug on humans found it slowed the 
progress of Alzheimer's disease. People were given a drug that fights substances that build 


up in the brain of Alzheimer's patients. 


The substances are called amyloid. They are sticky proteins that group together in the 
brain. Together, they form what are called amyloid plaques, and are thought to be a cause of 


Alzheimer's. 


The researchers reported that in the brains of those given the treatment, there was an 


"almost complete clearance" of the amyloid plaques, according to the AFP news agency. 


But researchers said that while the results are exciting, it is too early to know if this is an 


effective treatment for the disease. More tests are planned. 


The study results were published in the journal Nature. 
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The World Health Organization says more than 47 million people worldwide are affected 
by dementia. Nearly eight million new cases are diagnosed each year.

The human body has about 25,000 genes. Researchers already know of 65 genes they 
believe carry a risk for autism. Now, researchers at Princeton University in New Jersey have 
identified 2,500 more that could help create the conditions for autism. 


The discovery is important because the genes could lead scientists toward finding a 


cause and, possibly, a treatment. 


Autism is a condition that makes it difficult for some people to communicate, learn and 


socialize. 


Arjun Krishnan is a researcher at Princeton's Lewis-Sigler Institute for Integrative 
Genomics. He says researchers used what they called a machine-learning computer 


program to identify autism-related genes. 


Krishnan explains that the program identified similarities between brain-related genes 


and the 65 autism-risk genes. 
Then, the program looked for other genes that are “friends” of both sets. 


The findings can also help researchers understand why one person may be only mildly 
affected with autism, while another is severely affected. 


Researchers still have not found a way to diagnose autism, beyond just observing the 
child. But they hope this new research into gene patterns will lead to a way to diagnose very 
young children. Then they can be helped as soon as possible.

Getting a good night’s sleep tonight could guard children against weight gain in the 
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future. According to a new study, putting preschoolers in bed by 8 pm could reduce their 
chances of becoming overweight or obese later in life by half. Preschoolers are children 
around the age of 4 or 5. 


The term “obese” refers to calculations of your Body Mass Index, what doctors call BMI. 
They use a person's height, weight and age to assess their amount of body fat. BMI help tell 


whether a person is underweight, normal, overweight or obese. 


The World Health Organization says obesity can lead to serious long-term health 


problems like diabetes, heart disease and stroke.

Researchers from the Ohio State University's College of Public Health have found that 
young children who go to bed after 9 pm are twice as likely to be obese later in life. The 
researchers wrote their findings in The Journal of Pediatrics. 

The lead author of the study is Sarah Anderson. She is an associate professor of 
epidemiology. She studies how diseases spread and how they can be controlled. Anderson 
says that, for parents, the results of the study support the importance of creating a bedtime 
routine. She says that having a usual bedtime routine is something "families can do to lower 


their child's risk” of becoming overweight. 


“A usual, early bedtime, " Anderson adds, “is also likely to have positive benefits on 


behavior and on social, emotional and cognitive development ".

Anderson said putting children in bed early does not mean they will immediately fall 
asleep. But, she adds, it makes it “more likely that children will get the amount of sleep they 
need to be at their best”. 

But Anderson says it is important to understand that having early bedtime may be 
harder for some families than others. She says that “families have many competing demands 
and there are trade-offs that get made”. For example, she says, if some parents work late, 


that can push the children's bedtime to later in the evening. 


Obesity among children in the United States is a major health concern. About 17 
percent of children and teenager in the U.S. are considered obese. That is according to the 


Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. 


The World Health Organization reported in 2014 that the number of overweight babies and 
young children worldwide had increased from 31 million in 1990 to 44 million in 2012. If that 


trend continues, the WHO warns, there will be 70 million obese children in the world by 2025.

Across the industrialized world, women still live 5 to 10 years longer than men. Among 
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people over 100 years old, 85% are women, according to Tom Perls, founder of the New 
England Centenarian Study at Boston University and creator of the website L/vingTo100.com. 


Time.com asks him why. 
Why do women live longer than men? 


One important reason is the big delay — and advantage — women have over men 
in terms of cardiovascular disease, like heart attack and stroke. Women develop these 
problems usually in their 70s and 80s, about 10 years later than men. For a long time, 
doctors thought the difference was due to estrogen. But studies have shown that this may 
not be the case, and now we know that giving estrogen to women post-menopause can 


actually be bad for them. 


One reason for that delay in onset of cardiovascular disease could be that women are 
relatively iron-deficient compared to men — especially younger women, those in their late teens 
and early 20s — because of menstruation. Iron plays a very important part in the reactions in 
our cells that produce damaging free radicals, which glom onto cell membranes and DNA, 
and may translate into aging the cell. In fact, in our diets, red meat is the main source of iron, 
and lack of iron is probably one major reason that being vegetarian is healthy for you. There 
was a very good study looking at the intake of red meat and heart disease in Leiden in the 
Netherlands: in regions where people didn't eat red meat, those populations had half the rate 


of heart attack and stroke compared to the populations that did eat red meat.

Women may be more susceptible to the lung-damaging effects of smoking than 
men, according to new research by Inga-Cecilie Soerheim, M.D., and her colleagues from 
Channing Laboratory, Brigham and Women's Hospital and University of Bergen, Norway. 
They analyzed data from a Norwegian case-control study including 954 subjects with chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease (COPD) and 955 controls. All were current-or ex-smokers, 
and the COPD subjects had moderate or severe COPD. 


“Overall our analysis indicated that women may be more vulnerable to the effects of 


smoking, which is something previously suspected but not proven,” said Dr. Soerheim. 


The study results will be presented on May 18 at the 105th International Conference of 


the American Thoracic Society in San Diego. 


Examining the total study sample, there were no gender differences with respect to 
lung function (FEVI) and COPD severity, but the women were on average younger and had 


smoked significantly less than men. 


To explore these differences further, they also analyzed two subgroups of the study 
sample: COPD subjects under the age of 60 (early onset group) and COPD subjects with 
less than 20 pack-years of smoking (low exposure group). In both subgroups, women had 


more severe disease and greater impairment of lung function than men. 


“This means that female smokers in our study experienced reduced lung function at a 
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lower level of smoking exposure and at an earlier age than men,” said Dr. Soerheim. 


It has long been suspected that the effect of smoking on lung function may be modified 
by gender. Interaction analysis confirmed that being female represents a higher risk of 
reduced lung function and severe COPD, but this gender effect was most pronounced when 


the level of smoking exposure was low. 


“The gender difference in COPD susceptibility seems to be most important when 
smoking exposure is low. Women may tolerate small amounts of tobacco worse than men.” 


Dr. Soerheim explained. 


According to Dr. Soerheim, the reason why women may be more susceptible to the 
effects of cigarette smoke is still unknown, but there are several possible explanations. 
“ Women have smaller airways, therefore each cigarette may do more harm. Also, there are 
gender differences in the metabolism of cigarette smoke.

In December 1997 large numbers of cattle, goats and sheep began dying in the Garissa 
district of north-eastern Kenya. A month later people started dying, too. It was, at the time, 
the biggest recorded outbreak of Rift Valley fever in east Africa. Some 100,000 stock animals 


succumbed and about 90,000 people were infected — hundreds fatally —in five countries. 


In December 2007 the same thing happened. Or, rather, it started to happen but was 
stopped in its tracks. The difference was that the second time around there was warning. In 


September researchers at the Goddard Space Flight Centre in Greenbelt, Maryland, part of 
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America's space agency, NASA, told the authorities in Kenya that they had a problem. They 
told them again in October. And again in November. By the time the epidemic emerged, the 
Kenyan health ministry had dispatched teams to the area to distribute mosquito nets and 
urge village leaders and religious authorities to stop people slaughtering and eating animals. 
Though the outbreak still killed 300 people in Kenya, Somalia and Tanzania, it could have 
been a lot worse. According to Kenneth Linthicum of America’s Department of Agriculture, the 


number of deaths would probably have been more than twice as high without the warning. 


The warning itself was possible because of a model of how disease spreads that Dr. 


Linthicum helped design. And the data that were plugged into that model came from satellites. 


What the researchers at Goddard had noticed at the time of the first outbreak 
was that in the months preceding it, surface temperatures in the eguatorial part of 
the Indian Ocean had risen by half a degree. These higher temperatures brought 
heavy and sustained rains, cloud cover and warmer air to much of the Horn of Africa. 
Mosquitoes multiplied wildly — and lived long enough for the virus that causes the 
fever to develop to the point where it is easily transmissible. In September 2007 the 
researchers saw the same thing happening in the ocean, and suspected the same

It was then discovered that noise caused intense metabolic activity in the inner ear 
and production of molecules that damage the inner ear cells. And that allow the discovery of 
intervention to prevent these effects. The laboratory research that led to a new understanding 
of mechanisms underlying noise-induced hearing loss was funded by NIH, the Preclinical 
Translation Research that led to the formulation of Oral Quell as effective preventative was 


funded by General Motors and the United Auto Workers. Now Oral Quell is being tested 
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in a set of four multinational human clinical trials: military trials in Sweden and Spain, and 
industrial trials in Spain and the trial involving students at the University of Florida who listen 


to music at high volumes on their iPods and other PDAs.

Sleep is a biological, physiological system, akin to the cardiovascular system, the 
nervous system and so on. Like any other system, it is highly variable, and it wears out and 


gets more fragile with age.

Insomnia occurs in animals and insects, too, sort of. Technically, insomnia is defined as

This three-way division had never been made before; the comparison is generally made 
between children and adults. Crone herself was surprised at the outcome: “We had expected 
that the brains of eight-year-olds would function in exactly the same way as the brains of 
twelve-year-olds, but maybe not quite so well. Children learn the whole time, so this new 
knowledge can have major conseguences for people wanting to teach children: how can you 
best relay instructions to eight- and twelve-year-olds?” The researchers gave children of both 


age groups and adults aged 18 to 25 a computer task while they lay in the MRI scanner. The 
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task required them to discover rules. If they did this correctly, a tick appeared on the screen, 


otherwise a cross appeared. MRI scans showed which parts of the brain were activated. 


These surprising results set Crone thinking. “You start to think less in terms of ‘good’ and ‘not 


so good’. Children of eight may well be able to learn extremely differently, only they do it in a 


different way.”

First, a few points to bear in mind[] You notice the doors 
of your dorms have two types of locks: A Yale lock and a Chab lock. Make sure you double 
lock your door, not just one lock, both of them, however long you're going out for. Make sure 
when you go out all the windows are closed. Those of you in the ground and second floor 
rooms will notice that you have locking windows. Make sure you use them. Lock them every 
time you go out. Lock them at night, if you've got expensive eguipment in your room, first of 
all, insure it. So many people lose things and don't have insurance. Make sure you insure 
it. This brings me to personal security whenever possible, avoid walking alone late at night, 
especially female students. Avoid dark streets and try to stick to the well-lit streets whenever 
possible. Also, if you Know you are going to be out late, make sure you've got enough 
money for a taxi to get home again, or arrange to stay with friends for the night. It may sound 
absurd, but don't forget, the university offers free self-defense classes. I hope it's something 


you'd never have to use, but it's certainly worth going to a few self-defense sessions.

Openly displaying annoyance 
or anger, yelling, arguing loudly and so forth is considered ill-mannered in countries 
such as Japan. Many Eastern Asians prefer to hold their emotions in check and instead 
express themselves with great politeness. They try not to be blunt and avoid making direct 


criticisms. In fact, they often keep their differences of opinion to themselves and merely 
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smile and remain silent rather than engage in a confrontation. By comparison, Americans 
are often frank about displaying both positive and negative emotions on the street and 
in other public places. Americans visiting Asia should keep in mind that such behavior 
may cause offense. A major difference between American culture and most Eastern Asian 
cultures is that in Eastern Asia, the community is more important than the individual. Most

After the early period of settlement, the first sharp increase in immigration took place in 
the 1830s and 1840s. This brought to America craftspeople from northern Europe who lost 
employment in the Industrial Revolution, and then a great number of Irish people who fled 
from famine. German political refugees arrived shortly after. Many immigrants from northern 
and western Europe settled on farms in the Middle West. The Irish became construction 
labor on roads, bridges and railroads.

This made other workers, especially those in labor unions afraid that the immigrants would 
thus lower wage levels and take jobs away from them. Indeed, organized labor became one 
of the chief opponents of continued immigration. This opposition finally led to the passing 
of immigration laws in the 1920s which restricted further immigration. In 1965, these unfair 
laws were replaced by a new immigration act which granted equal opportunity to foreigners 
regardless of the place or origin. Asians, like Koreans and Vietnamese, then began to arrive. 


Many of these newcomers have worked very hard to establish themselves in their new land.

If the earth gets hotter in the new century, what will happen to animals and the plants 


which animals depend on for survival? The question offers another way of looking at the 
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greenhouse effect. People have talked about the general problem of global warming for some 
time. But they were usually worried about things like whether to buy a home on the coast. 
Biologists and other scientists turned their attention to plants and animals at an important 
meeting that took place last October. They reviewed evidence that plants and animals are 
sensitive to climate. Since the Ice Age ended 2,000 years ago, and warmer temperatures 
returned to the northern latitudes, many species have migrated north. If the predictions about 
the greenhouse are correct, temperatures will rise by the same amount in the next 100 years 
as they did in the past 10,000 years.

The Popularity of English 
Good morning, everyone. Today's lecture is about the popularity of English. 


As we all know, English is widely used in the world. Although English is not the language 
with the largest number of native or first language speakers, it has really become a lingua 
franca. Then what is a lingua franca? The term refers to a language which is widely adopted 
for communication between two speakers whose native languages are different from each 
other and where one or both speakers are using it as a second language. For example, when 


an Indian talks to a Singaporean using English, then English is the lingua franca. 


Then actually how many people speak English as either a first or a second language? 
Some researchers suggested that a few years ago that between 320 million and 380 million 
people spoke English as a first language, and anyway between 250 million and 350 million 
as a second language. And of course, if we include people who are learning English as a 
foreign language all over the world, that number may increase dramatically. Then we may 
ask a question, how did English get there? That is how English gained the present status of 


popularity. 
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There are in fact a number of interlocking reasons for the popularity of English as a 
lingua franca. Many of the reasons are historical, but they also include economic and cultural 
factors that influenced and sustained this spread of the language. Let's go through the 


reasons one by one. 


First, it's the historical reason. This is related to the colonial history. As we know, when 
the Pilgrim Fathers landed on the Massachusetts coast in 1620 after their journey from 
England, they brought with them not just a set of religious beliefs, a pioneering spirit or a 
desire for colonization, but also their language. Although many years later, the Americans 
broke away from their colonial master, the language of English remained and still does. It 
was the same in Australia too. When Commander Philippe planted the British flag in Sydney 
curve on the 26th of January 1788, it was not just a bunch of British convicts and their 
guardians but also a language. In other parts of the former British Empire, English rapidly 
became a unifying or dominating means of control. For example, it became a lingua franca 
in India where a variety of indigenous languages made the use of any one of them as a 
whole country system problematic. So the imposition of English as the one language of a 
ministration helps maintain the colonizers' control and power. Thus English traveled around 
many parts of the world in those days and long after that colonial empire has faded away. It 
is too widely used as a main or at least an institutional language in countries as far apart as 


Jamaica and Pakistan, Uganda and New Zealand. That is the first factor. 


Now the second major factor in the spread of English has been the spread of commerce 
throughout the world. The spread of international commerce has taken English along with it. 
This is the 21st century phenomenon of globalization. Therefore, one of the first sights many 
travelers see when arriving in countries as diverse as Brazil, China for example, it's the yellow, 
twin arch sign of a Macdonald's fast food restaurant or some other famous brand's outlets. 
And without doubt, English is used as the language of communication in the international 


business community. 


And the third factor related to the popular use of English is the boom in international 
travel. And you will find that much travel and tourism is carried on around the world in 


English. Of course this is not always the case. As the multi-linguicism of many tourism 
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workers in different countries demonstrate. But a visit to most airports on the globe will 
show signs not only in the language of that country but also in English. Just as many airline 
announcements are broadcast in English too. Whatever the language of the country the 
airport is situated in. So far, English is also the preferred language of air-traffic control in 


many countries and it is used widely in sea travel communication. 


Another factor has something to do with the information exchange around the world. 
As we all know, a great deal of academic discourse around the world takes place in English. 
It is often a lingua franca of conferences, for example. And many journal articles in fields 
as diverse as astronomy, trial psychology and zoology have English as a kind of default 


language. 


The last factor | cite here concerns popular culture. In the Western world at least, English 
is a dominating language in popular culture. Pop music in English can be heard on many 
radios. Thus many people who are not English speakers can sing words from their favorite 
English medium songs. And many people who are regular cinema-goers or TV viewers can 


frequently hear English in subtitled films coming out of the USA. 


Now, to sum up, in today's lecture, we have reviewed some of the reasons or factors that lie 
behind the popular use of English as the NO. 1 world language. Before we finish, | would like to 
leave a few questions for you to think about. Is the status of English as the NO. 1 world language 
assured in the future?

A lot of people think that sitting is easier on their backs than standing or lifting. Not true. 
People whose jobs require them to sit for long periods of time suffer as much from back pain 
as people who lift all day long. Many world-class researchers believe that the huge increase 
in back pain over the past couple of decades — and it is huge — has a lot to do with the fact 
that more and more of us are spending our work in chairs. Many people have the notion 
that, if their back pain gets bad enough, they can always resort to surgery. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The amount of pain someone is in has very little to do with whether or 
not he or she could benefit from surgery. One British researcher has estimated that for every 
10,000 people who experience back pain, only four need surgery. Not very many years ago, 
back pain patients were routinely put to bed, sometimes for weeks or months. No longer. 
Two or three days of bed-rest is now the norm. After that, people are advised to return to 
their normal activities, gradually if necessary. The reasons for the 180? shift are what's 
interesting. For openers, if you stay in bed, your muscle strength can decline by as much as 
three percent a day. In our next lecture, we shall look at the relation between depression and

Now that I've extracted your tooth, I want to give you some words of advice. Remember 


that this is surgery. You need to go home and rest for the rest of the day. You shouldn't do 
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your regular work. Since you're an adult, it might take you longer to heal than if you were a 
child. The numbness will wear off after a few hours. And if it's painful after that, you should 


take two aspirins. 


Now, the most important thing to remember is to apply ice to your cheek immediately 
when you get home.

Don't be alarmed if there is some 
bleeding this morning. A little bleeding is normal following an extraction. I've put absorbent 
cotton over the extraction, and | will give you some to take home. Change the pads about a 
half hour after you get home.

It seems the ultimate act of 
friendship; yet studies have shown that at least half of all transplant physicians disapprove of 
the practice.

A mother who is suffering from cancer can pass on the disease to her unborn child in 


extremely rare cases, _51_ a new case report published in PNAS this week. 


According to researchers in Japan and at the Institute for Cancer Research in Sutton, UK, 
a Japanese mother had been diagnosed with leukemia a few weeks after giving birth, 
52 tumors were discovered in her daughter's cheek and lung when she was 11 months 


old. Genetic analysis showed that the baby's cancer cells had the same mutation as the 
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cancer cells of the mother. But the cancer cells contained no DNA whatsoever from the 
father, _53 would be expected if she had inherited the cancer from conception. That 


suggests the cancer cell made it into the unborn child’s body across the placental barrier. 


The Guardian claimed this to be the first 54 case of cells crossing the placental 
barrier. But this is not the case — microchimerism, _55_ cells are exchanged between a 
mother and her unborn child, is thought to be quite common, with some cells thought to 
pass from fetus to mother in about 50 to 75 per cent of cases and to go the other way about 
half 56 . 


As the BBC pointed out, the greater _57_ in cancer transmission from mother to fetus 
had been how cancer cells that have slipped through the placental barrier could survive in 
the fetus without being killed by its immune system. The answer, in this case at least, lies in a 
second mutation of the cancer cells, which led to the 56 of the specific features that would 
have allowed the fetal immune system to detect the cells as foreign. As a result, no attack 


against the invaders was launched. 


59 , according to the researchers there is little reason for concern of “cancer danger”. 
Only 17 probable cases have been reported worldwide and the combined | 60 of cancer 
cells both passing the placental barrier and having the right mutation to evade the baby’s

Video game players may get an unexpected benefit from blowing away bad guys — 
better vision. Playing "action" video games improves a visual ability 51 tasks like reading 


and driving at night, a new study says. 


The ability, called contrast sensitivity function, allows people to discern even subtle 
changes 52 gray against a uniformly colored backdrop. It's also one of the first visual 


aptitudes to fade with age. 


That's _53_ a regular regimen of action video game training can provide long-lasting 


visual power, according to work led by Daphne Bavelier of the University of Rochester. 


Previous research shows that gaming improves other visual skills, such as the ability to 
track several objects at the same time and 54 attention to a series of fast-moving events, 


Bavelier said. 


“A lot of different aspects of the visual system are being enhanced, _55_ one,” she said. 
The new work suggests that playing video games could someday become part of vision- 


correction treatments, which currently rely mainly on surgery or corrective lenses.

Bavelier and others are now trying to figure out exactly why action games _59 seem 
to sharpen visual skill. It may be that locating enemies and aiming accurately is a strenuous, 


strength-building workout for the eyes, she said. 


Another possible 60 is that the unpredictable, fast-changing environment of the 
typical action game reguires players to constantly monitor entire landscapes and analyze 


optical data guickly. Finally, Bavelier said, the games' rich payoff may also play a role. 


“It's pleasing to be successful in your mission,” she said. “When you combine rewards 


with these other 'factors', then you get much more learning.”

These young women have an abnormal fear of getting fat. They 51 starve themselves 
so they weigh at 1596 less than their normal weight. 

The National Institute of Mental Health says one 52 ten cases of anorexia leads to 
serious medical problems. These patients can die from heart failure or the disease can lead 
young women to _53_ themselves. For example, former gymnast Christy Henrich died at age 
22. She weighed only 61 pounds. 

A person with anorexia first develops joint and muscle problems. There is a lack of iron 
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in the blood. _54 the sickness progresses, a young woman's breathing, heartbeat, and 
blood pressure rates slow down. The important substance calcium is _55_ from the bones, 
something causing bones to break. Sometimes the brain gets smaller, causing changes 
in. 56 a person thinks and acts. Scientists say many patients have further mental and 
emotional problems.

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Ironically, the intellectual tools currently being used by the political right to such harmful 
effect originated on the academic left. In the 1960s and 1970s a philosophical movement 
called postmodernism developed among humanities professors | 26 being deposed 
by science, which they regarded as right-leaning. Postmodernism _ 27 ideas from 
cultural anthropology and relativity theory to argue that truth is _28 and subject to the 
assumptions and prejudices of the observer. Science is just one of many ways of knowing, 
they argued, neither more nor less _ 29 than others, like those of Aborigines, Native 
Americans or women. .

It was this idea — that 
the world is knowable and that objective, empirical Knowledge is the most 37 basis for 


public policy that stood as Jefferson's foundational argument for democracy. 


By falsely 38 knowledge with opinion, postmodernists and antiscience conservatives 
alike collapse our thinking back to a pre-Enlightenment era, leaving no common basis for 
public policy.

Practice One 


Man is the only animal that laughs. Why is this true? What makes us respond as we 
do to pleasurable experiences? What is the history of this “happy 1 ", as someone once 


termed it, and just what is its function? 


We are not short of theories to explain the mystery; for centuries, biologists, 
philosophers, psychologists, and medical men have sought a definitive explanation of 
laughter. One writer _2 that its function is to 38 others or to prove to be better than 
them by insulting them. Another took the opposite view: that we laugh in order not to cry. A 
psychologist offered the explanation that laughter functions as _ 4 _ for painful experiences, 
and that it serves to defend a person against what the psychologist termed “the many minor 
pains to which man is _5_”. In the 17th century a writer set forth the theory that we laugh 
when we compare ourselves with others and find ourselves superior, 6 ን we laugh at the 


weakness of others. 


Virtually every theory has been concerned with either the structure or the function of 
laughter, whereas relatively few have been devoted to the question of its 7 . propose to 
offer a theory which, so far as I am aware, has not previously been set forth: that only those 
animals capable of _8 are capable of laughter; and that therefore man, being the only 


animal that speaks, is the only animal that laughs. 


Those of us who have observed chimpanzees closely feel guite confident that the 
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chimpanzee occasionally exhibits behavior that looks very much like a primitive human 
laughter. This behavior, however, has been observed only in a human context; _9 it occurs 
under natural conditions is dubious; but 100 that under any conditions an ape is capable of 
such behavior is of more than passing interest — for does it not indicate that early man had

The normal human daily cycle of activity is of some 7-8 hours' sleep alternation with

Recent research has shown that people on such systems will revert to go back to their 
_9 habits of sleep and wakefulness during the weekend and that this is quite enough to 
destroy any 10 tonight work built up during the week. The only real solution appears to 
be to hand over the night shift to those permanent night workers whose habit may persist

Scientists say they have found key clues into how long we will live. One of them is a 
.1 handshake. British researchers believe a strong grip is not just a sign of confidence 
but also an _2_ of longevity. Lead author Dr. Rachel Cooper, of University College London, 
said her study looked into 33 different reports on the strength of handshakes. The research 
_3_ more than 50,000 men and women and spanned 40 years. Dr. Cooper concluded that 
those with weaker handshakes were 70 per cent more likely to die earlier than those with 
the strongest handshakes. She concludes that people with strong grips may have benefited 


_4_ a happy childhood that included a healthy diet and plenty of exercise. 


The new study, _5_ in the British Medical Journal, also found other signs of living a 
longer life. These “measures of physical capability” include walking at a faster 6 , getting 
out of a chair guickly, and being able to balance on one leg. The study showed that slow 
walkers were almost three times _7_ to die earlier than those who _8_ out of their chairs. Dr. 
Cooper believes there needs to be more 9 into the link between physical capability and 
longevity. “Research that helps people to enjoy a long and healthy life is ever more important 


to help _10_ an ageing population,” she said.

Ancient Greek philosopher Aristotle viewed laughter as “a bodily exercise precious 
to health.” But like some claims to the contrary, laughing probably has little influence on 
physical fitness. Laughter does _1_ short-term changes in the function of the heart and its 


blood vessels, 2 heart rate and oxygen consumption. But because hard laughter is difficult 


to 3 , a good laugh is unlikely to have _4_ benefits the way, say, walking or jogging does. 
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5 , instead of straining muscles to build them, as exercise does, laughter apparently

Though not biologically related, friends are as “related” as fourth cousins, sharing 
about 196 of genes. That is 1 _a study, published from the University of California and Yale 


University in the Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences, has _2 .

of unrelated friends and unrelated strangers. The same people were used in both 5 .

The study _9_ found that the genes for smell were something shared in friends but not 
genes for immunity. Why this similarity exists in smell genes is difficult to explain, for now.

One of the remarkable findings of the study was the similar genes seem to be evolution 
15_ than other genes. Studying this could help _16_ why human evolution picked pace in 
the last 30,000 years, with social environment being a major _17_ factor. 


The findings do not simply explain people's _18_ to befriend those of similar 
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19 backgrounds, say the researchers. Though all the subjects were drawn from a 


population of European extraction, care was taken to _20_ that all subjects, friends and 


strangers, were taken from the same population.

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An Emerging Discipline: Pharmacopsychology 


Medicine imposes effect on the body's disease and patients' psychology can more or 
less affect the result of medicine. Medicine can produce two effects: physiological effect and 
psychological effect. The former one means diseases can be cured by pharmacological 
effects, while the latter one can make the medicine more effective. Psychological effect of 
medicine refers to the comprehensive effect including physicians' prestige, patients' trust 


to medicine and their experiences of treatments and their evaluation. 


In the process of treatment, psychological effect of medicine performs the delicate 
roles. The credibility of medicine is closely related to patients' psychology. Unhealthy mental 
attitude would affect endocrine and cardiovascular and cerebrovascular functions, which will 
lower body's resistance to diseases. On the contrary, positive attitude can activate potential 


immune functions and increase the efficacy. 


The two important components of pharmacopsychology are implication and placebo. 
Placebo will influence patients' mental state and body's physiological functions through 
psychological implication, and then enhance the effectiveness of drugs. In this case, medical 
staff's words, behavior will greatly influence patients’ medication attitude. For those people 
with weak will or psychological defects or those with self-sense symptoms, placebo can 


impose effect on the pains through mental hints, which will relieve pains and symptoms. 
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Are Fruits Indispensable? 


Fruits, rich in the minerals that human bodies need but cannot synthesized by 
themselves, anti-aging vitamins as well as soluble fibers which considerably decrease 
cholesterol in the blood, are beneficial to human's health. However, Chinese particularly 
males eat less fruits. It is indicated by a research that people eating less or no fruit have 
higher risks of lung cancer. WHO has also advocated that consumption of five kinds of 
vegetables and fruits can develop human's health. Another study also suggests that the 
increasing vegetable and fruit consumption can lower the risks of stroke and coronary 


heart disease. 


Over-the-counter vitamin supplement cannot play the role that fruit does, such as 
prevention of lung cancer. It is believed that natural vitamins work together with other vitamins 
and nutrients while synthetic vitamins are separated from other vitamins and nutrients. In 
addition, research has verified that some vegetable and fruit such as garlic, carrot, orange 


and kiwifruit have antioxidant effects which can help delay aging. 


Therefore, fruit should be the significant component in daily diet. For ordinary people, 
vitamin supplements can't substitute natural vegetable and fruit, even excess intake of 
supplements can cause side effect. As patients, they should consume vitamin supplements 


with the help of physicians' instruction.
